Without doubt, .there at present 
exists in the French Republic a_ state 
of affairs which tends to restrict a 
certain number of liberties.

This is the inevitable consequence 


of the State Emergency Law result- | 


ing from the war. In many cases the 
military authorities have taken the 
-place of the civil authorities. 

Certain abuses and excesses, it is 
true, have been noted, and against 
these protest has been made, in order 
that their effects may be modified. 

It is wrong to say that Parliament 
does not- exist. ; : 

It deliberates freely. The Govern- 
ment is subjected to and replies to 
‘questions, and, when matters which 
concern National Defence are under 
debate and necessitate discretion, all
